Tim OlJ) RKD CKXT.—A» the old "red 


cent" has now passed out of use, and, ex- 
cept rarely,out of sight.like the "old oaken 
bucket," its history is a matter of sufficient 
interest for preservation.

by Jefferson two years after. It began 
to make its nppearanbe from the mint in

THE FATE OF HEPTEHAITT 


llliiueirand Crew Probably Lmt on <Ju 
Nlberil -------- 


The Philadelphia Times published on 


Tuesday a letter showing that Lieut. De 
Long of the Jeannette Arctic expedition 
and his boat's crew have in all probability 
shared the tragic fate of Franklin and so 
many others who have sought to solve the 
mystery of the polar sea. 
The letter was 


received the preceding day by Mrs. Mel- 
ville, who was formerly a resident of Bris- 
tol, but who now lives at Sharon Hill, a 


rt distance outside of Philadelphia, 


from her husband, Lieut. George W. Mel- 
ville. U. S. N., who went out as chief en- 
gineer of the exploring party, and was in 
:ommaud of the-boat containing the sur- 
vivors, which landed on the northern 
coast of Siberia on September 29, 1881. 
Ch this letter Engineer Melville speaks of 
De Long and his Crew as having perished, 
and intimates that when he set out on the 
search in which he is now engaged, it was 
without hopes of finding his comrades 
alive, but simply to perform the melan- 
choly duty of discovering,, if possible, 
.heir dead bodies and whatever traces of 
,heir hardships and adventures 
lave left behind them. 
In all 


mtches that have been received from 
Lieut. John Danenhower, who was one of 
;hose saved with Engineer Melville, there 
ms been expressed a hope of Lieut. De 
Ijong's safety, but in such telegrams as 
contain facts alone there was 'not -much 
room for encouragement. 
In tbe last 


and most important communication -from 
Uanenhower, received at Paris on, freb^i 
ruary 2 from Irkutsk, be gives entire the' 
ast record of De Long found by Melville 
it one of those polar milestones wch as 
Arctic explorers have erected along their 
way. 
In this De Long wrote : 


' Fourteen of the officers and men of 


,hc Jeannette reached this hut on Wednes- 
day, September 28, and, having been 
[breed to wait for the river to freeze Over, 
are proceeding to cross the west side this 
morning on their journey to reach some 
settlement on the Lena River. I have 
;wo days' provisions, but having been 
*brtunate thus far to get some in our 
jrcssing needs, we had no fear for the 
'uture. 
Our party are all well, except 


:lans Kricksen, whose toes have been am- 
jutatcd in consequence of frost bite. 
Jther records will be found in several 
nits on the east side of the river along 
which we have come from the north. 


After quoting this, Danenhower says: 


'Three other records were found," but 
,ie gives nothing of their contents, further 
:han to say "Kriksen died on October 7. 
i'lie party was in great distress for want 
of food. 
Noros and Windeman, two of 


De Long's companions, were sent ahead 
for relief on October 9. 
They marched 


south for fifteen days, and were found in 
i starving condition on October 24 by 
three natives, who took them to a settle- 
ment." 


The Philadelphia Times continues : 


Evidently there was some reason for 
not giving the other records entire. Nine 
dajs after the party had lost two days' 
provisions, and after Eriksen's toes had 
been amputated,they were "in great dis- 
tress for want of food," and then Eriksen 
died, and two men (probably the only two 
men who were able to walk), went ahead 
,nd reached a settlement in a starving 
condition. 
Exactly five months have 


passed since DeLongand twelve men (the 
thirteen'" having- iust diedj 
distress for want of food," and no ti ing 
of them to give a ray of hope have been 
received in tlut time. In that condition 
they were about 5,000 miles from St. 
Petersburg, in a region where there is 
scarcely any game, just at the beginning 
of a most vigorous winter, when every 
one even the hardiest natives, flee hun- 
dreds of miles inland and do not return 
until March or April. 
Under such cir- 


cumstances, Melville's letter to his wife 
is consistent with all the known facts. 
Since he was chosen by the authorities at 
Washington out of all the competent men 
in the navy to accompany the Jeannette 
expedition just four years ago, and set 
sail from San Francisco in July, 1878, a 
few months after receiving his orders, 
Melville has had no opportunity to com- 
municate with his family. For four years 
the anxious mother and three little girls 
have been awaiting a letter from him. 
This morning Maud, who is about fifteen 
years of age, went, as she has thousands 
of times in over three years, to the Post 
Office to see if there was a letter. Mrs. 
Melville was seated at home sewing, and

FISH AS FOOD. 


Pound for pound, fish is fully as nutri- 


tious as butcher's meat. It may not seem 
so satisfying, but that is becauso the 
sense of satisfaction which we experience 
in eating is the result of supplying the 
stomach with food, and in no'direct or 
immediate way related to the nourish- 
ment of the organism as a whole. Very 
few of the solid substances we eat are 
digested, even so far as the stomach is 
concerned, in less than an hour, and 
nutrition camwt commence until after 
digestion lias proceeded for some time 
It follows that the feeling of satisfaction 
produced by solid food during a meal 
must be due to the appeasing of those 
cravings which-are set up iu the stomach 
rather than the supply of needs of the 
system. Inasmuch as butchers' meat is 
less easy of digestion • than fish and it 
gives the stomach more to. do, it is easy 
to see why it seems, at the moment, more 
satisfying. 
Looking to the ultimate pur- 


pose of nutrition, fish is the better kind 
of food, it is more readily and com- 
pletely reduced in the stomach, and it 
nourishes the organism more thoroughly, 
and with less physical inconvenience, 
than the flesh of warm blooded animals. 
A common error in regard ta the use of 
fish is the failure to recognize' that there 
are two^distinct classes of staple, looked at 
as food. In one class, whiolv may be rep- 
resented by ruackeral and the salmon, the 
oil and the fat ara distributed through- 
out the flesh, while in the other, of which 
the cod and whiting may be taken as ex- 
amples, the oil and fat -are almost ex- 
clusively found iu the. internal organs, 
notably the liver. Now tho oil and fat 
are necessary, and if the fish is not 
cooked and eaten whole; or • nearly so, 
these most important parts are wasted. 
In cleansing fish* as little as possible 
should be removed. This is a point of 
the highest practical 
moment. Fish- 


mongers and cooks need to be instructed 
afresh on the subject. To omit any por- 
tion of the liver of the cod in preparing 
the dish for the table is to throw away a 
very great delicacy. A cod's liver pro- 
perly dressed is a dish for a gourmand. 
It is inexplicable how anything so nau- 
seous as the "cod liver oil" of the chem- 
ist and druggist can be prepared from 
anything so nice as the liver of the cod, 
Housekeepers and those who purvey for 
.the table should take care that nothing 
edible in a fish is sacrificed. For cooking 
purposes it may be assumed that the fish 
is not only food, but food of the best de- 
scription ) well able to supply the needs of 
the system, and particularly easy of 
digestion. It is equally serviceable for 
the weakly as well as the robust, the 
young as the old.—Good Wonln.

pounded with sledge hammers, until no 
strain to which it can be subjected n ill 
break it down, and it must retain no 
looseness nor uncvunncsss, to trip a horse 
or endanger tho life of a rider. It is the 
work of a few hours only, but there is a 
man bnsv upon almost every square yard 
of it while it is rising. 


As to the machmcty for tin- aciobats, 


simple as is the appearance of the up- 
rights and cross-bars they must be sot up 
with especial care, so as to leave no pos- 
sibility of their breaking down.

finding of the casket in this church as I 
had it from the mouth of our late parish 
clerk, who was an eye-witness of the in- 
cident. The tradition has always exerted 
a great interest in my mind, and I am 
very thankful to be able to impart as 
much as I know of i't to you.

"Sir Philip Parker-Long, Bt. who died 
on 20 Jan. 1741, was the direct lineal 
heir male of Sir Henry Parker, Knight of 
the Bath, eldest son of Henry Parker, 
Lord Morley, by his second lady, Eliza- 
beth, daughter and heir of Sir Philip 
Calthrop, of Norfolk, by Amata Bplleyn, 
sister to Thomas Bolleyn, Earl of Wilt- 
shire arid Ormond,' and Aunt to Queen 
Anna Bolleyn," etc. There existed a 
very old oral tradition in Brwarton Par- 
ish that Anna Bolleyn had spent some of 
her earliest years with her aunt in Erwar- 
ton, and that the heart of of the unhappy 
Queen was by her own special request 
buried in the parish church.. The under- 
signed heard the following curious ac- 
count of the partial corroboration of this 
old tradition from the lips of the late 
parish clerk, James Amner, who died in 
October, 1875, aged seventy-three years.

so much along with it. 
Thus it is, as we 


have said, a very costly ,thing to be a 
novelist. 
In almost every other art and 


occupation it is a credit to the workman 
to do as much as he can, but in this it is 
the only wisdom to do as little as you 
can. The public may grasp eagerly 
at your novel to amuse itself withal, and 
show a certain gratitude, but it is a 
gratitude not imminglcd with contempt; 
and when the'writer has put all the re- 
sources of his genius into his story, and 
all his experience of life, the "interest of 
tears," the produce of his personal suf- 
ferings, the seeing of "an eye that hath 
kept watch o'er man's mortality," he has 
the recompense of knowing that there is 
not a guess at science or a dull essay in 
history tliat is not considered'iamore^val- 
uable work" than his. Nevertheless, we 
do not pretend to say that He is without 
his reward. He gets that at once in 
solif}. awqev—which is bv no means con- 
reputation. 
But everything urges him 


to content himself with this success of 
the moment, as everything makes it ap- 
parent that not for him are the applauses 
of posterity. He is the Dives of litera- 
ture, having the good things in his life

NEW ORLEANS, March 14.—The floods 


ihich have been laying waste the low- 
lands of Arkansas and north Mississippi 
are now being felt in Louisiana. True, 
we have floods here, and have had for 
twenty dajs past, but there have been DO 
great and disastrous crevasses in the 
State till last Thursday, when the Pointe 
Coupee levee, one of the most important 
of the defensive embankments south of 
Red River, gave way, pouring a stream 
of water 1,500 feet wide and from ten to, 
fifteen feet deep upon half a dozen of the' 
best sugar parishes in the State. This 
flood is spreading over a vast tract of 
country, and the lands it will cover have 
heretofore produced 25,000 hogsheads of 
sugar. In spite of this crevasse, the 
river below is full to the tops of the levees, 
and other disastious breaks in the em- 
bankments must occur. 


In the parish of West Baton Kouge, 


which now contains the present State 
capital, the levees are the object of in- 
tense anxiety. Should a break take place, 
the sugar crop will simply be wiped out, 
for the flood would then make a clean 
sweep over the thickly settled and fertile 
parishes of Iberville, Assumption, St. 
Mary, Parlin, Lafourthe, and Terre Bonne. 
Great quantities of lumber, sacks to be 
filled with earth, wheelbarrows, and other 
material have b«en shipped from this 
city, to be used in strengthening and 
raising the banks in West Baton Kouge, 
for there the last struggle is to be made. 
Money has been raised in large sums in 
all the back parishes to pay laborers for 
doing this work. Men patrol the levees 
with shotguns to prevent their being cut 
by people eager for Government rations 
or to save the plantations on one side of 
the river at the expense of those on the 
other, and to warn steamboats not to land 
at places where th* waves could break 
over the bank. 


Already the water it almost oa a level 


with the banks that rise from ten to sev- 
enteen feet above the level of the land, 
and thsre is a propect of further rise. 
Last night four levees in Tensas Parish 
broke the influence of the first tide of 
this coming deluge. 
These were the 


Hard Times, Point Pleasant, Buckner's 
and Woodburn. 
They are important 


works, and have stood a flood now twenty- 
one inches higher than the great water of 
1874 until yesterday,when they succumbed. 
This was in the third parish, below the 
Arkansas line, and is only a foretaste of 
what is teming. 


The town of Delta, in Louisiana, op- 


posite Vicksburg, has been abandoned 
to the flood, and people are leaving it as 
fast as they can, and by every possible 
means. The levee in the rear of Delta 
is about to give way, in which case a new 
cut-off would form down through Grant's 
Canal, resulting in the perfect destruc- 
tion to that town and the complete aban. 
donment of Vicksburg as a river town. A 
committee of citizens from Delta are so- 
liciting subscriptions from 
merchants 


here for the protection of this levee, and 
are meeting with a liberal response. 


Above Vicksburg the low country from 


the Mississippi to the Yazoo River has 
been covered by the floods. The people, 
with such stock and property as they 
could save, are Hocking to Vicksburg in 
the steamers, lied River and its chief 
tributary, the Ouachita, are almost every- 
where over their banks, covering many 
plantations. 
Along all the streams and 


bayous that empty into Red River there 
is the same state of affairs, and some hun- 
dred thousand colored people [who have 
lost their all must live on rations. 


In Richland Parish the cattle and hogs 


are reported to be dying in large num- 
bers. They are unable to get anything 
to eat, and they die from starvation and 
from the eflectt. of bites by the gnats. 
Fires are built to run the gnats away, kin 
their efforts to get in the smoke the cat- 
tle in a few minutes trample the fires out. 


At this city the water is within nine 


inches of the mark of 1874, while the city 
levees can barely take that much more of 
water. Inside a week more disastrous 
developments will be made, because there 
is at least a foot and" a half more of water 
to come on our bank. It is impossible to 
estimate the damage which is increasing 
every day. 


until May 1. About 50 people are desti- 
tute at Hathaway, Tenn., 160 at Tlpton- 
ville, 200 at Halo's Point in Tennessee, 
110 at Bav field Point, and 1,500 in the 
vicinity of Osceola, Ark., are destitute 
and badly in want. 
Some stores have 


been received in Osceola, but they are 
insufficient. 


Gen. Beckwith has also received the 


following from Capt. Lee at Memphis : 


I returned here on Saturday night. My 


despatch on the 9th inst. falls short of 
the actual destitution and the magnitude 
of the overflow. If an additional appro- 
priation is made, 500,000 rations of meal 
and meat should be sent here as soon as 
possible in large installments for the suf- 
erers in the State of Mississippi. 
This 


is in addition to any rations that may not 
yet be sent from the first appropriation. 
The destitution is general and increasing, 
and there are 9,000 destitute in Bolivar 
County alone. 
My estimate will carry 


the sufferers through to the 10th of April, 
and possibly the flood may subside by 
that time so that the sufferers can begin 
work. 


Capt. Lee has been directed by Gen. 


Beckwith to take charge of the little 
steamer Onita, which left here yesterday 
to rescue people in the flooded districts. 


The officers and passengers of the 


steamer City of Baton Rouge, which ar- 
rived here yesterday from New Orleans, 
say that the river has an average width 
of forty miles nearly all the way from 
Cairo down, and, with the exception of 
some sixty miles above and below Vicks- 
burg, the levees are either washed away 
or covered with water, and of no bene- 
fit.

SPIUNQKIKLD, 111., March 14.—Gov. 


Collum to-day received an application 
from the Mayor of Shawneetown for as- 
sistance for 500 sufferers by the floods in 
Gallatin County, and asking for 10,000 
rations.

MONROE, La., March 14.—The situa- 


tion here is extremely critical. 
The 


levees above and below the city are in 
great danger, though a large force of men 
is at work on them. There is not five 
inches to spare. The water is oozing 
through in many places. The river here 
is six feet higher than its natural bank, 
and more than ten feet higher than the 
rear of the eity, where the overflow is 
higher than in 1876, and is still rising. 
The river is rising at the rate of one inch 
in twelve hours. A boat from Camden 
reports a rise all the way down the river, 
which is only three and one-half inches 
below the rise of 1874. 
Nearly all of 


Trenton is under water, and in some 
places it is three feet deep. Business is 
suspended and the roads are. impassablet 
communication being carried on entirely 
by water. Planting along the river has 
been suspended, and the stock is huddled 
together, many dying from starvation and 
the buffalo gnat. The situation is worse 
now than before known for twenty years 


WASHINGTON, March 14.—The Secre-

A TOWN ALARMED BY SMALLPOX.— 


Advices from South Bethlehem were re- 
ceived in Philadelphia on Tuesday, sta- 
ting that over one hundred cases of vir- 
ulent smallpox have developed since Sun- 


day, and the excitement aroused continues 
unabated. On Saturday only three light 
cases were known to the health authori 
ties. On Sunday, within five hours, four- 
teen houses were quarantined, and by 
Sunday night fifty cases suddenly broke 


out. 
Tuesday morning the cases were 


increasing in the most alarming manner. 
The air is thick with the fumes of tar. 
Twenty barrels are burning at as many 
different points. Special policemen are 
sworn in to compel the strictest quaraa 
tine, and the fire department is on duty 
constantly. Nearly all the cases are in 
an unexceptionably clean section of the 
town, and nearly all the victims had not 
been vaccinated. 


—The Rugby colony is not a success, 


but (jov. Hawkins of Tennessee says that 
it may not prove a complete failure. 
He 


regards it as having been unfortunately 
located and badly managed. "There are 
200 persons still there," he adds; "a 
few are Germans and Americans. The 
great majority are Englishmen who are 
not workers. 
Many of them arc younger 


sons of noble or wealthy families, and, as 
a rule, they are thriftless and dissipated. 
They have no liking for the kind of work 
required of them, or, for that matter, for 
any kind of work. They spend their time 
in hunting and in playing billiards, lawn 
tennis, and in other kindsof amusements." 
There is plenty of fine iron ore on the 
land, but the colonists make no efforts to 
mine it.

original purchase of 30,000 are under 
cultivation.

Terrible Earlhqnabo IB Cosla Klc»-Fuur

Intelligence has been received at Pan- 


ama of an appalling earthquake in Coati 
Rica. Advices thus far received stale 
that four towns have been destroyed, 
These are Alajuela, San Ramon, Grecia 
and Herediu. In Alajuela alone several 
thousand lives were lost. 
Those left 


alive there are homeless. 


Costa Rica is the southernmost of the 


republics of Central America, lying be- 
tween Nicaragua at the north and the 
United States of Columbia at the south. 
It is 22,000 square miles in extent, or 
less than half as large as the State of 
New York, and its population numbers 
onlv 157)000 persons, about one-half of 
whom are whites. It is traversed longi- 
tudinally by the Andes mountain range, 
which there contains many volcanic peaks, 
among them beingChiriqui (11,265 feet); 
Turrialba (12,500 feet), and Los Votos 
(9,840). 
The lowlands on the northeast 


coast are covered with dense forests, and 
have been only partially explored. 
The 


capital is San Jose. The four towns re- 
ported destroyed by the earthquake are 
on the southwestern side of the moun- 
tains. Alajuela is a city of 8,000 inhabi- 
tants, and is the capital of the province 
of the same name. It is an important 
station near the Pacific coast terminus of 
the only railroad in the country, running 
from Port Limon, on the Caribbean Sea, 
to Punta Arenas, on the Gulf of Nicoya, 
on the Pacific. Heredia is the seat of 
government of the province of Heredia. 
It has nearly 10,000 inhabitants, and is 
situated in the southeastern part of the 
Republic, near the head of the Gulf of 
Dulce. 


In common with the entire^Pacific coast 


of America, and indeed with all the shores 
of the Pacific Ocean, Costa Rica is a vol- 
canic region, and is subject to fre- 
quent earthquake shocks. 
This fact is 


indicated by the ancient Indian name of 
Central America, Custatlan, which sig- 
nifies "the land that swings or shakes like 
a hammock." 
There were severe earth- 


quakes in Salvador in 1770, and more 
than a century afterward, on March 19, 
1873, the capital city of that Republic, 
ilan Salvador, was entirely destroyed by 
three successive shocks. 
The loss of life, 


however, was small, fewer than 500 per- 
sons being killed. There have been nu- 
merous earthquakes in these Indies and 
in California, in recent years, but the 
most disastrous shocks have occurred 
along and near the South American coast 
at Quito, Collao, Conception, Valparaiso, 
and other points. The city of Concep- 
tion has been laid in ruins four times, 
suffering from 300 shocks in two weeks 
in February, 1835. 
In August, 1868, 


Arica, Peru, was visited by a severe 
earthquake and tidal wave, by which the 
United States steamer Wateree and sev- 
eral other vessels were carried far inland 
left stranded there. 
The Bast Indies, 


Japan and the Sandwich Islands have 
frequently been visited by violent shocks. 
So, too, have the countries of Southern 
Europe, where occurred the earthquakes 
of Lisbon, on November 1, 1755, de- 
stroying 60,000 persons in six minutes, 
and of Calabria, in 1783, 
causing the 


death of 100,000 persons. 
Many severe 


shocks have been felt on the eastern 
shores of the Mediterrrnean, also. 
In 


Judea, in 31 B. C., 10,000 person per- 
sons perished ; the City of Antioch was 
several times destroyed, 250,000 persons 
being killed there in 526, and 30,000 
more in 587; and the terrible destruc- 


;ion of life and property at Scio in April 
ast is still freshly remembered. 


SllK CULTUKE IN TUB SOUTH.—The 


Southern States are peculiarly adapte( 
in soil and climate to the cultivation ol 
silk. Labor is cheap, and, compared 
with the other sections of the country 
the conditions of life there are singularly 
suited to the development of this indus- 
try. Owing to the improvements in ma- 
chinery various articles of household use 
the making of which, ten or twenty years 
ago, gave employment to the women and 
children of a family, are how manufac- 
tured much cheaper than they could 
be furnished in the old way. The result 
is that in a country like the South, where 
factories are only just coming into exist- 
tence, and where there is scarcely any 
demand for the lower grades of unskilled 
feminine labor, there are thousands and 
tens of thousands of persons who are com- 
pelled to live in enforced idleness. The 
cultivation of silk would give this class ol 
people an interesting and profitable oc- 
cupation. Scarcely any one of our nu- 
merous industries is making more rapid 
progress. 
We arc now successfully com- 


peting in this branch of business with 
France and England, with either of whom 
a quarter of a century ago the possibility 
of rivalry would have been deemed an 
absurdity.

The hilt is also pro- 
tected by crosspieces armed in the same 
way. So effective are these weapons 
that the natives of these islands wear an 
armor mode of rope especially to protect 
themselves from the shark's teeth. — Sea 
World.
